"We noticed tbe other day that Senator

Morton, of Indiana, and the Washington
Bepublican had deemed it the part of pubcy
to endeavor to show that tbe civil-rigbts bill
as it parsed the Senate- docs not demand
mixed schools but schools of equal
grades for tbe two races. We showed
at the same lime that this interpretation of

the bill wes an aftei -thought, and that Mr.
31okton was necessarily acting the hypo¬
crite.not to say willful falsifier of known
facts.when be thus pretended to construe

tbe language of tbat bill. We quoted from
the official report of the proceedings in the
Senate extracts from speeches made by sev-

¦ oral senators in which tbey distinctly avowed
themselves to be in favor of mixed schools.
3ir. Pratt, of Indiana, Mr. Morton's own

colleague, was one of these gentlemen, and
Mr. Boutwell, of Massachusetts, was

another. We could have quoted a conver¬

sational debate between Mr. Morion himself
and another senator, in which the ques¬
tion was repeatedly put to Mr. Mor¬
ton whether be was in favor .of
mixed schools, and in which he per¬
sistently refused to commit himself. It is
worthy of remark, too, tbat Morton did not
vote for or against any amendment that was

offered, nor for or against the bill itself, lie
was always conveniently absent, or silent.
But here is evidence to prove tbat he knew
how the Senate understood the bill. On the
22d of May Mr. Sargent, of California, tbe
senator who tried to get Mr. Morton to com¬
mit himself, offered the following amend¬
ment :
u That nothing herein contained shall be

construed to prohibit any State or school dis¬
trict from providing separate schools for
persons of different sex or color where such
separate schools *re equal in all respects to
others of tbe same grade established by such
autbori'v and supported by an equal pro
rata expenditure of school funds."
This was nj^cted by the Senate. The

Vote was 21 to 26. Among the votes iu fa¬
vor of tbe amendment were those of seven

Republicans. All the negative votes were

Republicans, and were as follows :

paper, which we think favored tbe bill last
winter, now says:

<» Senator Morton finds it expedient to
adopt at Tene Haute a view which was not
the one he urged at Washington. The modi-
lication of opiuion thus announced may be

National Sportsmen's Convention*..
Niagara Foils, September 10..Tbe follow¬
ing resolutions were adopted by the Na¬
tional Sportsmen's Convention, in session
here to-day :

Resolved, That the bole purpose of this
organization is.

First. Protection of game and fish in all
States and Territories, by procuring the pass¬
age iu each State aud iu Congress of uniform
cooperation and consistent laws, strictly
prohibiting their destruction during breed¬
ing, nesting, and spawning seasons, and a

reasonable time preceding and following tbe
same; prohibiting the capture and destruc¬
tion ot certain secies of game birds in nets
and traps during any and all seasons; pro¬
hibiting catching and destruotiou of fish in
now navigable lakes and streams with nets
or by means of chemicals ; prohibiting the
o'i&tiuction of free passage offish by nets
from such streams, aBd by the creation of
fish dams aud traps, and to procure the
passage of 6uch other and further legislation
as may be uecessary and proper for the lull
accomplishment of our purpose.

Second. Through subordinate organiza¬
tions to insure a rigid enforcement of ail
game aud fish protection laws, now or here¬
after to be enacted.

Third. To secure by and through proper
legislation the right of property in useful
hunting dogs, making them when stolen
subjects of larceny, or when wautonly
kill or maimed subjects of misdemeanor.
Fourth. To sccure through and by pro¬

per legislation tbe passage of laws prohibit¬
ing at auy time and season the killing or de¬
struction of all song aud non-game birds.

Fifth. To orgauize aud consolidate under
our State jurisdiction game and fish protec¬
tion elubs or associations in each State and
Territory, to act uuder the jurisdiction of
tbe Natiouul Association, in secuting and
fcuforcing proper protective legislation.

Jiesolied, That all naturalists, fish cul-
turists, and sportsmen generally in those
States having no associations be, and are
hereby, earnestly requested without delay to
organize local clubs therein, to form State
associations uuder the jurisdiction of the
national association,and that all State organi¬
zations now existing and operating be and
are solicited to become members of this asso¬

ciation, so that by unity of action through¬
out the lund we iaay accomplish and per¬
petuate the great reform designed and de¬
sired.
Hon. Allen T. Brinsmade, of Ohio, pre¬

sided over the couvention. The first annual
meeting will be held in Cleveland on the
<ffecoud Tuesday in June, 1875.

When Jeff. Davis was confined in Fortress
Monroe one D. E. Moore, au Iowa solder,

proper, eases, and it . being the subject ol
sound regUiation, the question remaining to
be considered is whether -there-is such a dif¬
ference; hetween the wHite -find black racet
within this State, resulting from nature, taw.
and custom, as makes it a reasonable ground
of separation. Thequestioft is one of differ
ence, notof superiority or inferiority. Why
the Creator made one black and tbe other
white, we do not know ; but tbe fact is ap-

! parent and-the races are distinct, each pro-
ducing its own kind and following the pecu¬
liar law of its constitution.

>.' Conceding equality, with natures as per¬
fect and rights a* sacred, yet God has imde
them dissimilar, with those natural feelings
and instincts which He always imparts to His
creatures when beintends that thty shall not
overstep tbe natural boundaries- He has as¬

signed tbe'mV 'The natural law which for¬
bids their intermarriage and that social amal¬
gamation which leads to a corruption of races

is as clearly divine as that which imparted to
them drttoentinatures.
''The tendency of intimate social inter¬

mixture is to amalgamation, contrary to tbe
law of races. Tbe separation of the white
and black races upon the surface of tbe globe
is a fact equnliy apparent. Why this is so it
is uot necessaryto speculate; but tbe fact of a
distribution of men by race and color is as

visible in the providential arrangement of
tbe earth as that of heat and co!d.r.. The na¬
tural separation of the races is, therefore, an

undeniable fact, and all social organizations
which lead to their amalgamation are repug¬
nant to the law of "nature.
"From social amalgamation it is but a step

to illicit intercourse/and but another to in-
toi marriage; "'Bat to assert separateness is
not to declare inferiority in either; it is not
to declare one a slave and the other a free¬
man ; that would be to draw tbe illogical se¬
quence of inferiority from difference only.
It is simply to say that, following the order
of Divine Providence, human authority
ou£,rht not to compel these widely separate
races to intermix. The right of each to be
free from social contact is as clear as to be
free from intermarriage. :

"The former may be Ies3 repulsive as a con¬
dition, but hot les9 entitled to protections

a right. "When, therefore, we declare a right
to maintain separate relations as far as rea¬
sonably practicable, but in a spirit of kind¬
ness and charity, and with due regard to

equality of rights, it is not prejudice, nor

caste, nor injustice of any kind, but simply
to si;ffer men to follow tbe law of races es¬
tablished by the Creator himself, and not to
compel them to intermix contrary to their
instincts."
A Peculiar Case..The "Peculiar Peo¬

ple," as a religious sect in England style
themselves, certainly deserve the name.
This sect, which had its inception five or six
years a o, has thousands of believers, and
has within a year or two given the authori¬
ties a good deal of trouble, for it is alleged
they have let their sick die, refusing them
the advantages of the proper medical skill
which would have prolonged their lives. A
cise of more than usual importance was re¬

cently beard before the learned justice, Baron
Piggot, at London, when one Thomas Hines,
one of the "Peculiar People," was tried for
ma'nslauchter in having contributed to the
death ol his child by neglecting to provide
it with proper food and medical attendance
during its illness. The prisoner produced
evidence to show that he had given the child
proper food and nureiug ; that he was
a believer in the mandates of the Bible,
und that the child had been treated in exact
accordance with those maudates. The evi¬
dence was clear to the point that all tender¬
ness and love and attention were shown the
child, the only thing lacking being medical
aid, which, if it had had, said a physician
who made a post mortem examination, it
would have lived. The learned judge, how¬
ever, decided that it was no case for a jury ;
that by no law of England was the prisoner
bouml to call iu a physician, aud that as he
did what he believed to be best for the good
of the child, he must be discharged. The
decision seems to be a just one, but it is sad
to think that children should perish for the
want of medical aid. Curiously enough, it
is found to be difficult to controvert the
grounds upon whieh the " Peculiar People "

base their action. They find their authority
in the General Epistle of James, chapter D,
verses 14 and 15, which run in this wise :

i( Is any sick among you ? let him call on
the Elders of the Church, and let them pray
over him, anointing him with oil in the
name of the Lord; and the prayer of faith
shall save the sick, and the Lord shall raise
him up; and if he have committed sins they
shall be forgiven him."
Of course it should be apparent to every

thiuking person that the faculty of research,
by which mankind has beea able to discover
means of succor for the sick, is a providen¬
tial endowment, and its exercise cannot be
wrong, but the '. Peculiar People " meet this
by asserting that such argument is review¬
ing and setting aside the authoritative ex¬

pression of the Divine will by the human
reason. From this alleged impiety they re¬

volt, and no little difficulty is experienced in
makiug a logical rejoinder,. Baltimore Ame¬
rican.

Professor Huxley..One who recently
heard a lecture by Professor Huxley de¬
scribes him as follows : A well-built man, in
evening dress, rather above the average
height, rises from the chair and steps for¬
ward to the edge of the platform by the aide
of the desk. He stands quietly during the
applause, which gives you time to look at
him before he begins to speak. So dark in
complexion as to be almost swarthy; the
skin quite blue black where the mustache
and beard are shaven off. Black hair, touched
with gray, worn rather long aud falling over
the angle and half across one side of the fore¬
head, like Mr. Sumner's, only on the oppo¬
site side. The head well tilled out, and with

a singular expression of power, not to be hid
by the careless sweep of the hair, which de¬
presses some of its strongest forms. The
face thin, at once resolute and good-humored;
the eyes the most remarkable feature of it;
dark in color, luminous, so penetrating as to
give you the notion they might blaze fiercely
sometimes, but full of Kindness. Very self-
possessed in manner, with not a trace of self-
consciousness, The hauds falling easily by
the side.
You see at once he is at home on a plat¬

form, and no way concerned about getting
through the next hour and a half, nor his
individuality in the least mastered by the
two thousand other individualities occupied
at this moment in taking his measure. It
may be doubted whether the general suc¬
cess of this operation is great. He looks an
inscrutable sort of a man, should he choose
not to be open, but the main difficulty in
taking his measure would be in the capacity
of the observer, not in any purpose of his to
repel the interest he excites.

It is impossible not to be impressed by his
individuality. One meets plenty of men em¬
inent in science, or politics, or other things,
aad rightly so, yet who fail to come up to
one's expectations. They have not enough
to spare for ordinary occasions. This is not
the case here. Force of intellect and force
of character go together, and behind the phi¬
losopher is the man.large- natured, abun¬
dant, meeting all men on easy terms, scatter¬
ing with a free band on all sides.

yond any power derivable from instruction
in almost- immediately. arriving at- the an¬

swers to questions wbicb, according to ordi¬
nary arithmetical method?, would involve
long computations of a very elaborate char¬
acter! The cage of Zerah Coiburn/ther son

of an American peasant, is especially remark¬
able among these not only for the imrnedi-
atenessand correctness with which he gave
the answers to questions resolvable by simple
but prolonged computation.such as tbe pro¬
duct of two numbers, each consisting of two,
three, or four figures; the exact number ot
minutes and seconds in a given period of

time; the raising of numbers up to higher
powers, or tbe extraction of the square and
cube roots.hot, still more, for bis power of
at once answering questions to which no rule
known to mathematicians as would apply, it

was when the lad was under six of
age and before be bad received any ins true-
tion either in writing or arithmetic, that he
surprised his 'father by repeating the pro¬
ducts of several numbers, and then, on va¬

rious arithmetical questions being proposed
td 'him, by solving them all with facility and
correctness. At the age °f eight years h:s
powers were tested, from which the tallowing
examples are selected : He raised any number
consisting of one figure progressively to the
tenth power; giving the results (by actual
multiplication and not by memory) faster
than they could beset down in figures by
the person appointed to record them ! He
raised the number 8 progressively to the
sixteenth power, and iu naming the last re¬

sult, which consisted of fifteen figures, he
i was right in every one. Some numbers con-

sisting of two figures he raised as high as the
eighth power, though he found a difficulty in
proceeding when the products became very
larf,e.
On being asked the square root of 106929,

he answered 327 before the original number
could be written down I He was then re¬

quired to find the cube root of 208,336,125;
and with equal facility and promptness he
replied 645.
He was asked bow many minutes there are

in 48 years, and before tbe question could be
written down he replied 25.228,800, and im¬
mediately afterwards he gave the correct
number of seconds.
On being requested to give the /actors!

which would produce the number *247483.
he immediately named 94 1 and 263, which
are the only two numbers from the multipli¬
cation of which It would result.

_

On 171305
being proposed, he named 5x34270, 7x24485,
59x2905, 83x2065, 35x4S97, 295x581, and
413x415. He was then asked to give tbe
factors "of 000S3, but be immediately replied
that it bad none, which is re,illy tbe case,
this being a Drime number. Other numbers
being proposed to him indiscriminately, he
always succeeded in giving the correct fac¬

tors, except in the case of prime numbers,
which he generally discovered as soon as

proposed. The number 4,204,067,297, which
is 2-32x1, having been given to him, he dis¬
covered (as Euler had previously done! that
it is not tbe prime number which Fermat
had supposed it to be, but that it is tbe pro¬
duct of tbe factors 6,700,417x0 it. The so¬
lution of this problem was only given after
tbe lap«e of some weeks ; but the method
he took to obtain it clearly showed that he
bad not derived his information irom any
extraneous source.
When he was asked to multiply together

numbers both consisting of inoretnan three
figures, he seemed to decoruno-feone or both
of them into its factor?, and to work with
these separately. Thus, on being asked to

give the square of 4395, he multiplied 293
by itself, aud then twice multiplied the pro¬
duct by 15. And on being asked to tell tbe
square of 000,099, he obtained the correct
result (909.998,000.001) by twice multiplying
the square of 37037, by 27. He then, of his
own accord, multiplied that product by 4!),
and said that the result (48,999,902,000,040)
was equal to the Kquare of 6,999,093. He
afterwards multiplied this product by 49;
and observe that the result (2,400,995,198,-
002,401) was equal to the square 48,999,951.
He was again asked to multiply this product
by 25, and in naming tbe result (00,024,870,-
950,060,025) he said it was equal to the square
244,090,755.
On being interrogated as to the method

by which he obtained these results, the boy
constantly declared that he did not know
how the answers came to his mind. Xu the
act of multiplying two numbers together,
and in tbe raising of powers, if. was evident
(alike from the facts just stated and from the
motion of his lips; that some operation was

going on in bis mind ; yet that operation
could not {from tbe readiness with which the
answers were furnished) have been at all
allied to the usual modes of procedure, of
which, indeed, he was entirely ignorant, not

being able to perform on paper a simple sum,
in multiplication or division. But in tbe
extraction of roots and in the discovery of
factors of large numbers, it did not appear
that any operation could take place ; since he
gave answers immediately, or in^a few sec¬

onds, which, according to the ordinary
methods, would have required difficult and
laborious calculations; and prime numbers
cannot be recognized as such by any known
rule.

It has been remarked that the same faculty,
improved by cultivation, was possessed by
the illustrious Euler, who had not only a

most extraordinary memory for numbers.
to the extent, it is said, of being able to re¬

call the first six powers of any number un¬

der 100.but also a kind of divining power,
by which be perceived, almost at a glance,
the factors of which his formula were com¬

posed ; the particular system of factors be¬
longing to the question under consideration ;
tbe various artifices by which the system
might be simplified and reduced ; aud the
relation of the several factors to the condi¬
tions of. the hypothesis. This power of
divining truths in advance of existing
knowledge is the special attribute of those
mathematicians who have done most for the
development of their science. A notable in¬
stance of it is furnished by tbe celebrated
formula devised by Newton for the solution
of equations; for, although its correctness!
was proved experientially by the re«ult«,
of its application in every conceivable va¬
riety of case, its rationale seems to have been
unknown to Newton himself, and remained

a puzzle to succeeding mathematicians until
discovered by Professor Sylvester. That
such a power as Zerah Colburn's should
exist in a child who bad never been taught
even the rudiments of arithmetic, seems to

point to the existence of properties of num¬

bers as yet undiscovered.somewhat analo-
gous to those on which the system of loga¬
rithms Is based. And If, as he grew older,
he bad become able to make known to others
the methods by which his results were ob¬
tained, a real advance in knowledge might
have been looked for; but it seems to have
been the case with him as with other " cal¬
culating boys".that with the general cul-
ture of the mind this special power faded
aw^ay.

I

Epidemics and Birds..An eminent Euro¬
pean ornithologist has just given to the
world the results of his observations con¬

cerning the influence of epidemics upon
birds, to which he has devoted the last thirty
years of his life. His statements, fortified
by numerous references to facts, are pecu¬
liar, and decidedly interesting. The chief
of his conclusions is that birds like the spar¬
rows, and swallows, and others of various
species, will leave any city that is threatened
with an epidemic.as cholera, for instance.
and return only after the disease shall have
abated. The author himself observed this
in St. Petersburgh and in Klgia in 1848, in
West Prussia in 18^9, in Hanover in 1850,
and again in Galicia in 1872. In every in¬
stance the sparrows suddenly disappeared
from the streets, roofs, and trees of the city,
and a few days thereafter the disease broke
out. Within several days after the epidemic
bad ceased the birds reappeared. Having
communicated his observations to other or¬

nithologists. he was gratified to find that
the same coincidence had also beep observed
by them, and numerous instances were givea
him confirming the fact.

It has been the intention of the inventor
to have hiswagon at the fair on the 9th of
September, so that its value may be tested
publicly in the presence of the thousands of
people who will be present; and we learn
from one of our best mechanics that last
Wednesday.the same day of the circus.
the old negro mounted the machine, ad-,
justed the bands, tipped the balance-weight
over the centre of motion, gave the driving-
wheel a shove, and started for Franklin to
report to John B. Montague, secretary of
the Association, and have his machine regu¬
larly entered on the boots. .*-; .

About one mile this side of the old ne¬

gro^ home there is a noted point called
"Bed Pond," immediately at the forks of
the Cross Plains and!5pringfferd~roads ; and
here, unfortunately, an accident; occurred
which we fear will capse a disappointment
to many inventors who were coming to our
fair for the purpose of examining this won¬
derful invention. The machine .was hum¬
ming along the smooth, sandy road at about
fifteen milesau hour, and the happy Inventor
was on deck, reeling as proud as Fulton on
board bts first steamboat, when, in making
the turn just near the margin of the Ked
pood, tbe starboard front wheel collided
with a heavy-set post-oak sapling, and the
rebound was so powerfui that the old negro
was thrown forward oyer the dasb-board,
and wa3at the same time struck by the flange
of the driving-wheel, which precipitated bis
speed so much tuat when bis head struck
tbe fence-panel on the opposite^ide of the
road he wus so badly smashed that his death
must have taken place Immediately.
Coroner Hartfield's ,iuquest was uncertain

as to whether he bad been killed by a sud¬
den stroke of tbe driving-wheel or by a too
hasty collision with the panel of the fence.
Tbe machine, after this accident, struck out
with freedom, and passing the residence of
Captain Lea, soon made its way across in
tbe direction of Boisseau's meadow, but was
arrested in its progress by a large log, which
tilted tbe balance-weight back of the centre
of motion, and tbe wild wagon was standing
gently at rest when overtaken by the coro-
ner and bis party, who were following along
to take care of the killed and wounded.

Since tbe tragie death of the inventor, no
man has dared to mount the fiery, untamed
steed, but our informant assures us that It
will be on exhibition at the fairgrounds,
and we invite the attention of inventors and
machinists to its peculiar mechanism. We
will not vouch for any man's life who mounts
it and sets it in motion in a timbered local¬
ity, but it can be managed safely on the halt-
mile track on the fair grounds, and will be
put to its best speed, if any man can be found
who is competent to guide it.
